The number of motor- 
vehicle accident deaths 
in Canada has dropped 
52 per cent in the last 
quarter-century. 

According to a Statistics 
Canada study released yes¬ 
terday, despite the fact the 
number of vehicles on the 
road increased ten-fold be¬ 
tween 1979 and 2004, 
deaths are on the decline. 

Numbers fell to 2,875 in 
2004from 5,933 in 1979. 

Pamela Ramage-Morin 
with Statistics Canada said 
the decrease can be attrib¬ 
uted to new technology and 
higher social awareness. 

She said people are more 
compliant about seatbelt 
use, for example. 

“And it’s also become 
less socially acceptable to 
be drinking and driving,” 
Ramage-Morin said. 

Vehicles are equipped 
with better seatbelts, air¬ 
bags and breaks. But there’s 
a flip side to improved tech¬ 
nology, she said. 

“We now see more 
telematic devices like GPS 


devices and cellphones,” 
Ramage-Morin said. 

These distract drivers. 

A third factor that may 
play a part in reducing fa¬ 
talities on roads, she said, 
is urbanization: “We have 
more people driving in city 
environments.” 

Statistics show that more 
fatalities happen on rural 
roads; in 2004, 62 per cent 
of all traffic-related deaths 
occurred on rural roads. 

Sgt. Rick Wallcinshaw 
with the RCMP Traffic 
Services said the province 
is definitely moving for¬ 
ward in terms of safety 
and prevention. 

“It’s encouraging,” he 
said. “We try to encourage 
changes by enforcement 
and education.” 


By the numbers 

Nova Scotia is on the 
low end of the scale for 
the annual rate of deaths 
from motor-vehicle acci¬ 
dents, at 8.9 deaths per 
100,000 people. 

The Yukon has the high¬ 
est rate of death at 16.4 
deaths per 100,000.

Spokeswoman Lindsay 
Linkletter said no one at 
Cows had any idea they 
were being considered, but 
they were thrilled when 
they heard. 

“We’re all getting back 
to that real-food move¬ 
ment, and the ice cream is 
just old-fashioned good¬ 


ness. It literally is a family 
friend’s grandmother’s re¬ 
cipe,” Linkletter said. 

Ingredients include 
such high-tech items as: 
vanilla, eggs, cream and 
sugar. 

The company imports 
its vanilla from Madagas¬ 
car and its cocoa from Hol¬ 
land, but Linkletter said 
that’s as complicated as 
Cows gets. 

“It’s heavy, it’s rich — 
just like you would get at a 
picnic at the turn of the 


century,” she said. 

Cows opened in 1983 in 
Cavendish, P.E.I., with one 
outlet and one flavour — 
vanilla.

Michele Raymond says the 
province should be con¬ 
tributing to its upkeep. 

“I’m sure that it’s a 
pricey piece of real estate 
for the owner to main¬ 
tain,” said Raymond. 

Restaurant owner John 
Campbell faced criticism 
this week after he decided 
to start charging $5 to park 
between 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
in the 110-space lot at the 
eatery and gift shop. 

Campbell wasn’t avail¬ 
able for comment yester¬ 
day, but kitchen manager 
Judy Dauphinee said 
they’ve had frustrated cus¬ 
tomers who want to shop 
or eat at the Sou’wester 
but can’t find a parking 
spot because the lot’s al¬ 
ready full with tourists vis¬ 
iting the lighthouse but 
not entering the business. 


She said their guests are 
just trading in $5 up front 
for $5 they would have 
spent in the business any¬ 
way. 

Another reason they de¬ 
cided to start charging this 
year, she said, is because of 
the beating the lot took 
from post-tropical storm 
Noel last fall. 

They had to put up quite 
a bit of money to pay for 
broken curbs and chunks 
of the lot that were washed 
away. 

The Tourism Depart¬ 
ment should talk to the 
restaurant owners and 
come up with a creative so¬ 
lution to the problem, Ray¬ 
mond said. 

Tourism Minister Bill 
Dooks told CTV yesterday 
the Sou’wester is a “private 
business” so they’re al¬ 
lowed to charge for park¬ 
ing. 

He also pointed out 
there’s an alternative: A 
free provincial lot about 90 
seconds away, with around 
90 spots. 

Wendy Barnable with 
the department said the 
province isn’t considering 
helping out the Sou’wester 


with maintenance of its 
lot. 

They are, however, 
thinking about increasing 
public knowledge of the 


free provincial lot right 
next door. 

“We may need to do 
more to let people know, 
maybe signage or some¬ 


thing like that,” Barnable 
said.

‘The big one' 
comes in 2009 

Tall ships to make Halifax stop during race

Forget last year — 2009 is 
the year for the largest 
gathering of tall ships 
in a decade. 

Between 50 and 70 tall 
ships will sail into Halifax 
Harbour next July 16 and 
stay for five days. 

Last year’s tail-ship event 
was a festival. But next 
year, Halifax will be a stop 
on a trans-Atlantic race. 

“This one’s the big one,” 
said Leanne Strathdee of 
the Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corp., when the de¬ 
tails of the event were re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

When they leave Halifax 
on July 20th they’ll be 
speeding towards the fin¬ 
ish line in Belfast, Ireland. 
The race starts next May in 
Vigo, Spain. 

“There are only about 
400 tall ships in the world 
and some of them can’t 
leave their home ports,” 
she said. But Sail Training 


International draws some 
of them out for this rare 
race that circles the North 
Atlantic. 

Some of the tall ships on 
display in Halifax won’t be 
participating in the race, 
and will visit six other 
ports in Nova Scotia. 

The Bluenose II out of 
Lunenburg hasn’t signed 
up for the race, said Strath¬ 
dee, but it is expected to be 
a part of the showing. 

The 2007 festival gener¬ 
ated $27.5 million in eco¬ 
nomic benefits for the 
province and next year’s 
event should bring in mil¬ 
lions of tourism dollars as 
well. 

A naval theme is being 
incorporated into the festi¬ 
val as 2009 marks the 
250th anniversary of the 
founding of the Royal Navy 
dockyard in Halifax. 

Five-metre longboats full 
of animators and sailors 
will row in formation from 
the dockyards to Bishops 
Landing. 

“When they arrive en 
masse on the waterfront,

A PET everyone will love 

Province gets new weapon in the fight against cancer

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health Nova Scotia’s newest 
PET won’t snuggle up with 
you at night, but it may save 
your life. 

The province’s first Pos¬ 
itron Emission Tomography 
and Computerized Tomog¬ 
raphy (PET/CT) diagnostic 
imaging suite was unveiled 
yesterday at the QEII Health 
Sciences Centre. 

It’s the first of its kind in 
the province and is used to 
find residual cancer cells 
that are difficult to detect 
from cancers such as 
breast, colorectal and lym¬ 
phoma. 

Paul Peters of Bridgewa¬ 
ter, a former cancer patient 


at the hospital, said he’s 
thrilled to see a PET scan¬ 
ning suite in Halifax. After 
being diagnosed with lym¬ 
phoma, he was forced to 
travel to Montreal and Van¬ 
couver for the tests, but said 
he’s glad future patients 
who require the procedure 
will be able to stay closer to 
home. 

He said without the pro¬ 
cedure, his residual cancer 
would not have been detect¬ 
ed early enough. 

With a basic CT scan, the 
cancer cells would not have 
been picked up until at least 
nine months later, he was 
told. 

“I had a very aggressive 
form of lymphoma and 
nine months is a long 
time,” Peters said. 


The high-tech imaging 
system looks at cells’ func¬ 
tion rather than their anato¬ 
my. CT scans and MRIs look 
only at the anatomy. 

Health Minister Chris 
d’Entremont said the new 
suite will eliminate wait 
times of several weeks for 
patients to have the proce¬ 
dure done in other pro¬ 
vinces. 

The province spent $3.5 
million on the program and 
the QEII Foundation, Aliant 
and a group of radiologists 
paid the additional $2.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

The funding will also go 
toward setting up the 
province’s own cyclotron 
program for producing the 
isotopes needed for imag¬ 
ing. 


Crown share deal

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They're tiny - too small to 
be seen by the human eye 
- but they sure attract a 
crowd. 

Complex microbes will 
be the hot topic at an inter¬ 
national workshop in Hali¬ 
fax this weekend. 

Microbes are those single- 
celled organisms that look 
like creatures from horror 
movies when they’re put 
under the microscope. 

Algae, and the organism 
which causes malaria are a 
few examples of complex 
microbes, said Alastair 
Simpson, associate profes¬ 
sor at Dalhousie University. 

The two-day conference 
is hosted by the Canadian 
Institute for Advanced Re¬ 
search. They’re getting the 
world’s best together to 
work out definitions of 



Complex microbes, like the 
ones pictured, will be 
discussed during a workshop 
in Halifax this weekend. 

complex microbial organ¬ 
isms called protists. 

The goal is to fill gaps in 
their Tree of Life web site, 
which is a Wikipedia-esque 
site, but only experts may 
contribute to it. 

“It’s a virtual textbook,” 
he said. “We’re trying to 
get all the contributors for 
complex microbes togeth¬ 
er so in one shot make that 
part of the Tree of Life proj¬ 
ect excellent.” 

The Tree of Life is a tool 


for university students and 
researchers. Its lofty goal is 
to collect all scientific 
knowledge about every 
species — living and extinct 
— on earth. 

Around 30 international 
researchers from Japan, 
Switzerland and Russia to 
name a few, along with 20 
Canadians are scheduled to 
attend. 

Halifax was picked as a 
location to hold this 
unique event because 
Canada is a world-leader in 
studying these microbes, 
Simpson said. 

“At Dalhousie in particu¬ 
lar there are a number of 
world experts who are par¬ 
ticularly noted for study¬ 
ing the evolution of com¬ 
plex microbes.” 

There might be a few dis¬ 
agreements on some defi¬ 
nitions, he said. 

“I honestly don’t know if 
it will be controversial or 
collegial,” Simpson said.

Hezbollah celebrates 
return of prisoners 


Hezbollah leader Sayyed 
Hassan Nasrallah, in a rare 
public appearance, 
welcomed five Lebanese 
freed from captivity in Is¬ 
rael yesterday after his 
guerrilla group returned 
the bodies of two 
captured Israeli soldiers. 

Nasrallah, who moves in 
secret for security reasons, 
emerged briefly to em¬ 
brace the ex-prisoners at a 
rally in Beirut and declared 
the exchange a victory for 
Hezbollah and Lebanon. 

“This people, this nation 
and this country, which 
gave a clear image today, 


cannot be defeated,” he 
told the crowd before leav¬ 
ing to deliver a speech by 
video link from a safe loca¬ 
tion. 

A grim mood prevailed 
in Israel, where the prison¬ 
er swap was widely seen as 
a painful necessity two 
years after the capture of 
the two Israeli army re¬ 
servists sparked a 34-day 
war in which about 1,200 
people in Lebanon and 159 
Israelis were killed. 

Among the released cap¬ 
tives was Samir Qantar, 
who had been Israel’s 
longest-serving Lebanese 
prisoner and whom Is¬ 


raelis revile for his part in 
a 1979 Palestinian guerrilla 
attack. 

The International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross 
brought the men to the 
border town of Naqoura. 
Wearing military fatigues, 
they marched down a red 
carpet flanked by a Hezbol¬ 
lah honour guard. 

Two Lebanese army heli¬ 
copters then flew them to 
Beirut, where President 
Michel Suleiman, Prime

Millar making history 

Dean of Canadian riders going to 9th Games 


Ian Millar is practically 
giddy as he rhymes off the 
attributes of In Style, his 
No. 1 horse: Durability, 
wonderful, natural 
technique and a knack for 
rising to the occasion. 

"This horse just automatically 
dials up to the right level,” 
says Millar. “I only have to 
think, ‘Let’s go’ and he’s 
gone, bang.” 

The 61-year-old dean of 
Canadian riders — the man 
they call Captain Canada — 
could be describing himself. 

If Millar is slowing down at 
all, he has a strange way of 
showing it. He keeps his lean 
6-foot-2, 175-pound frame in 
remarkable shape — he cred¬ 
its an hour of stretching 
every morning — and he re¬ 
mains among the top show 
jumpers in the world. 

He has eight Olympics un¬ 
der his belt, more than any 
Canadian athlete, and will 
equal the record of Austrian 
sailer Hubert Raudaschl with 
a ninth appearance at the Bei¬ 
jing Games. His strong per¬ 
formance at the Pan Am 
Games last summer helped 
the Canadian show jumping 
team earn an Olympic berth.

ments, which include back- 
to-back wins in the presti¬ 
gious World Cup with the leg¬ 
endary Big Ben in the 1980s, 
Millar has yet to step on an 
Olympic podium. He believes 
In Style, which he plans to 
bring to Beijing along with 
backup Redefin, has the qual¬ 
ities to help change that. 

“If he has his week, ab¬ 
solutely, he could be a gold 
medal winner, no question,” 
says Millar, whose competi¬ 
tive embers burn brightly. 

He can’t imagine not doing 
this and sees himself striving 
for the Olympics beyond Bei¬ 
jing. He remembers hearing 
about a swimmer who re¬ 
tired because he got tired of 
immersing himself in “that 
cold vat of chemicals and 
swimming up and down the 
pool, up and down the pool.” 

“The competition aspect he 
still really loved; it was the 
idea of the conditioning 
process he wasn’t liking so 
much anymore,” says Millar. 

“We’re very fortunate with 
the horses ... You’re working 
with their minds as much as 
with their bodies. It’s a very 


challenging, interesting pro¬ 
cess to go through.” 

Millar’s leadership abili¬ 
ties were on display last 
year at the Nations’ Cup 
when Canada held a 
slight lead after the first 
round. He looked at 
teammates Eric La- 
maze, Erynn Ballard 
and Mario Deslauri- 
ers and made a re¬ 
quest. 

“You know, I’d just as 
soon not ride this second 
round so make sure you 
jump clean,” said Millar 
who, as the ace on the 
squad, rides last traditional¬ 
ly.

The British Open will enter 
unusual territory in today's 
opening round when a ma¬ 
jor championship takes 
place without Tiger Woods 
for the first time in more 
than a decade.

“I envy 
that. Everything I hit on 
the ground is an out.” 

Head was an all-Ameri¬ 
can at Ulster Community 
College in Stone Ridge, 
N.Y., in 2006, but didn’t get 
drafted into the Major 
Leagues. Now, he says he’s 
just playing for fun.” 

“It’s just something I 
love to do,” Head says. “I’ve 
always loved the game. I’m 
just gonna enjoy my time 
with the Dry and try to 
help them win a (national) 
championship.”

House or condo? 

It's all a question of lifestyle, experts say

Do you want to be carefree 
or be in control? When 
buying a home, the condo 
versus house decision 
largely comes down to 
that. A condo frees you 
from the maintenance side 
of living and lets you come 
and go as you please, while 
a house offers more room 
— and allows you to run 
the show when it comes to 
major repairs and consider¬ 
ations such as pets. 

Leah Cooper, from Dart¬ 
mouth, has examined the 
grass on both sides of the 
fence. The 39-year-old re¬ 
cently sold her house and 
is now condo shopping. 

“It’s all about buying my 
lifestyle,” she explains. “I 
keep hearing about people 
being afraid of the condo 
fees, but for me it totally 
removes the concern about 
taking care of a house, a 
yard and a driveway.” 

She previously owned a 
home with half a hectare 
of land, but “that was far 
too much to look after.” 

Condo living buys her 
time: She can live down¬ 
town and so saves time 
commuting. She also does¬ 
n’t have to shovel snow or 
fix the roof, so she can 
spend that time on more 
enjoyable pursuits. 


John Linders of ReMax 
says price is usually key in 
the house versus condo de¬ 
bate. You’re going to spend 
a lot less on a condo, at 
least up front. 

“The reason people do 
the downtown condo thing 
is because of the proximity 
to work and to everything 
— shopping, entertain¬ 
ment. It’s a nice place for 
people who enjoy those 
sorts of things,” the Hali¬ 
fax real estate agent says. 

“Also, if you want to live 
in it part-time and be able 
to walk away for three or 
four months and not have 
a whole pile of worries like 
vandalism and break-ins — 
condos offer that security.” 

If you want to buy new, 
you’re more likely to find 
new condo buildings

downtown, with new hous¬ 
es concentrated in the 
ever-expanding suburbs. 

With both types of hous¬ 
ing, unexpected repair bills 
can cause nasty surprises. 

“Take, for example, re¬ 
placing windows or replac¬ 
ing a roof: It’s very expen¬ 
sive in some of these large 
buildings. The financial as¬ 
pect is very important,” 
Linders says. “Eyeball the 
building. Take a quick look 
from the outside. Are the 
bricks falling off? Are fault 
lines running way up the 
building’s 15 storeys?” 

But there are restrictions 
to condo living. Each unit 
has its own rules. Some 
may not allow pets while 
others offer pet parks. Do 
you have a cat, or want one 
down the road? Or maybe 
you hate dogs and fear 
finding yourself cheek-by¬ 
jowl with canines. 

“Some (condos) even 
have a maximum number 
of guests you can have at 
any one time,” Linders says. 

And you had better hope 
for reasonable condo 
neighbours, because you 
will be sharing a roof and 
walls with them, as well as 
all the big financial deci¬ 
sions like fixing the roof. 
Are they quiet profession¬ 
als or noisy students? Or 
noisy professionals? 

You’d best find out be¬ 
fore you sign on the dotted 
line. 


Gas costs make some think 
twice about keeping cottage

The soaring cost of gas is 
spurring more people to 
sell their cottages, as the 
drive for the weekend hits 
their poclcetboolc. 

A recent survey by real 
estate agents Royal LePage 
revealed that the number 
of respondents looking to 
sell their weekend home if 
gas keeps going up has 
doubled compared with 
last year to one in five. 

Phil Soper, CEO and 
president of Royal LePage, 
said that’s a big jump. 

“Last year when we 
asked the same question, it 
was approximately one in 


10 people,” he said after 
the release of the 2008 
Royal LePage Recreational 
Property Report. 

“This year, it was closer 
to two in 10: 19 per cent. 
That’s a pretty significant 
change year-over-year... in 
people’s attitudes towards 
the cost of commuting to 
the cottage.” 

According to the price¬ 
watching website Gasbud- 
dy.com, the Canada-wide 
average price at the pumps 
was $1.37 yesterday. That’s 
up from $1.08 at this time 
last year. 

The same site has prices 
in Halifax topping the na¬ 
tional average at $1.42, up 
from $1.12 last year. 

But one transplanted No¬ 


va Scotian family was un¬ 
daunted. Grace and Steve 
Girard drove with their 
two young kids from 
Toronto to Halifax over the 
weekend to visit family. 
From here, they’ve got an¬ 
other hour-and-a-half drive 
to their cottage. 

“It was about 21 hours,” 
Grace said of the trip east. 
“We filled up before we 
left and then we filled up 
in New Brunswick.” 

That’s at $100 a tank for 
their minivan. But despite 
spending about $500 to gas 
up for the summer cottage 
trip, the Girards have no 
plans to sell or skip the 
drive. 

“It was still better than 
flying,” Grace said.

Finding the room’s focal point 


O ne of the basic 
rules of interi¬ 
or design is to 
choose ONE 
main focal 
point in any room. 

Not two or three, be¬ 
cause this causes visual 
confusion. 

And not having a focal 
point is just as bad—the 
room lacks any visual in¬ 
terest as a result. 

But there are many peo¬ 
ple not aware of this rule, 
judging from what the de¬ 
sign team has seen.

A room looks much bet¬ 
ter with one clearly de¬ 
fined focal point. And that 
does not mean that the 
rest of the room has to be 
mush—you can incorpo¬ 
rate mini focal points in 
the room, but they should 
not compete with the 
main focal point. 

To have a focal point in a 
room means that the eye 
automatically travels to 
that place in the room 
first—and then moves to 
other less prominent 
places of interest. 

Choose less dramatic 
pieces as mini focal 
points—they may be 
smaller, or when balanc¬ 
ing items of the same scale 
in a room, they must sim¬ 
ply be less “out there” 
compared to the focal 
piece. 

The main focal point can 
be a large-scale architec¬ 
tural feature, such as a 
dramatic arch, a fireplace, 
a staircase, or a large pic-

ture frame window with a 
great view. If the room has 
no natural focus, you can 
make one with a dramatic 
painting, sculpture, or a 
large and beautiful piece 
of furniture, such as a chi¬ 
na cabinet. 

You may also create a fo¬ 
cus by treating one wall of 
a room differently than 
the others — painting one 
wall a bright colour, or us¬ 
ing a patterned wallpaper 
on one wall, for example. 

In bedrooms, the focal 
point is often the bed, and 
here, beautiful bed cover¬ 
ings that coordinate with 


the rest of the room are a 
must. You can accentuate 
this strong feature by 
adding a dramatic head- 
board, or mounting a com¬ 
manding painting on the 
wall over the headboard. 

A successful dining 
room design does not usu¬ 
ally focus on the dining 
table, but instead on a buf¬ 
fet and an arresting paint¬ 
ing above it, or a mirror, 
or a series of framed art¬ 
work. The focal point in a 
dining room can also be 
temporary--as simple as a 
bright and dramatic vase 
of flowers on the table. 

Just remember to recon¬ 
sider your focal point 
when your flowers are 
gone. 

A living room focus is of¬ 
ten a fireplace, or a large 
painting or mirror mount¬ 
ed above a sofa — usually 
on the longest wall in the 
room. 

If you have both, play up 
one and make the other 
more subtle so there is no 
confusion about which is 
the main focus. 

The fireplace usually has 
art above the mantel or 
propped on the mantel, 
and accessories should be 
simple and uncluttered. 
Leave the walls on either 
side of the fireplace free of 
art so the fireplace as the 
focus of the room is undis¬ 
puted. 

A television should not 
be a focal point in a living 
room (design crime!)— 
please keep it in a less 
prominent position. 

After you define the fo¬ 
cal point of your room, ori¬ 
ent the furniture and oth¬ 
er decor in such a way that 
they accent or “point” to 
the focus. 

Lighting in the room 
should also draw attention 
to the focus-it should be 
plainly obvious as soon as 
you enter the room. A 
clear focus creates a better 
flow, and cleaner lines—it 
really does work!

I’m the first to admit I’m 
somewhat gardening chal¬ 
lenged (it’s the weeding I 
dislike), but I do grow a 
few tomato plants, a 
rhubarb plant that grows 
itself and pots and pots of 
herbs. It’s such a pleasure 
to nip just the amount you 
need to toss in salads, veg¬ 
etables, sauces... and 
much more. Just be sure to 
clip your herbs just before 
using and use often: 

• Add fresh herbs to sal¬ 
ads, toss some chive flow¬ 
ers in the mix for a sur¬ 
prise. 

• Put sprigs of herbs — 
thyme, rosemary or sage 
on the grill of preheated 
barbecue, then place a 
boneless chicken breast, 
pork chop or fish steak or 
filet directly on the herb to 
infuse a smoky herb 
flavour. Place herb sprigs 
under the skin of chicken 
or turkey before roasting 
or grilling. 

• Use sturdy rosemary 
sprigs as skewers when 
grilling baby potatoes, veg¬ 
etables or pieces of fish. 
Use a metal or bamboo 
skewer to pierce ingredi¬ 
ents, then insert the rose¬

mary through the holes 
made by skewer. 

• Try lemon thyme in pota¬ 
to or pasta salads, mashed 
potatoes or with fish. 

• Pair tarragon with fish, 
particularly salmon, and 
add to salads, scrambled 
eggs, herb butters or 
sauces. 

• Mint is a classic with new 
potatoes and lamb, green 
peas and beans, fruit sal¬ 
ads and iced tea. 

• Oregano is wonderful 
with lamb, fish and veg¬ 
etable dishes and salads. 

• A tradition in stuffing, 
try sage with winter 
squash, on pizzas and with 
pork and chicken. 

• Try dill in bread, sauces 
and egg dishes, with pota¬ 
toes, fish, seafood and 
lamb. Toss in coleslaw, po¬ 
tato salad, or blend with 
cream cheese to serve with 
smoked salmon or trout. 

Classic Pesto 

Pesto is not limited to 
basil. Try cilantro, parsley, 
mint, marjoram or arugu- 
la. If you have a bumper 
herb crop, make pesto and 
freeze some of it. Ice cube 
trays are handy as you can 
pop out a cube or two as 
needed.

1/3 cup (75 mL) extra vir¬

Combine and whirl 
basil, parsley, pine nuts 
and garlic in food proces¬ 


sor or blender until 
chopped. Add cheese; 
gradually pour in oil, pro¬ 
cessing until smooth. Sea¬ 
son to taste with salt and 
pepper. Transfer to a small 
bowl and cover with plas¬ 
tic wrap, pressing plastic 


wrap on surface to prevent 
browning. Use within a 
week, or freeze. Makes 
about 1 cup (250 mL).

INGREDIENTS: 

Blueberry Topping: 

3/4 cup blueberries 


1 1/2 tablespoons corn¬ 
starch, sifted 

2 teaspoons fresh lemon 
juice 

1/4 cup sugar 
Cheesecake: 

8 ounces cream cheese 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup sour cream 

1 cup heavy cream 

2 tablespoons pure vanilla 
extract 

2 cups blueberries 

Crust: 

10 graham crackers 
6 tablespoons sugar 

4 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, melted 

METHOD: 

To make the topping: In 
a saucepan, combine the 
blueberries, 3/4 cup water, 
the cornstarch, lemon 
juice, and sugar and cook 
over low heat, stirring, for 

5 minutes. Remove from 
the heat and let the top¬ 
ping stand to thicken. Set 


aside. 

To make the cheese- 
cake: In a bowl, beat 
the cream cheese, 
sugar, and sour 
cream together until 
blended. 

In a separate 
bowl, whip the 
cream and vanilla 
extract until the 
cream just starts to 
thicken, 1 to 2 minutes. 
Add the cream cheese mix¬ 
ture and beat for 30 sec¬ 
onds. Gentry stir in the 
blueberries. Set aside. 

To make the crust: In a 
food processor or blender, 
grind the graham crackers 
into crumbs. Add the sugar 
and process until com¬ 
bined. Transfer to a bowl 
and add the butter and 3 
tablespoons water, stirring 
until sticky. Refrigerate un¬ 
til needed. 

Pour the topping into 
each mold until it is one 


quarter full. Freeze for 2 
hours. 

Pour the cheesecake 
mixture into each mold, 
leaving 1/2 inch at the top 
of each mold for the crust. 
Insert the stick. Freeze for 
3 hours. 

Press the crust into the 
pop molds. If the crust is 


not sticking together, add 
more water. Freeze for at 
least 4 hours. 

Remove from the freez¬ 
er; let stand at room tem¬ 
perature for 5 minutes be¬ 
fore removing the pops 
from the molds.

Dance, are the last two re¬ 
maining non-news pro¬ 
gramming that networks 


can rely on to draw view¬ 
ers to the TV either at the 
time they air or very short¬ 
ly after they’ve TiVo’d the 
show. 

As a very scary new 
world of season-free, on- 
demand, downloaded TV 
content teasingly dawns, 
the networks are desperate 
to cling to a business mod¬ 
el they understand, and a 
tug of war over a second- 
rate stand-up comic is just

them from the very press¬ 
ing business at hand, for 
which they’re both ill-pre¬ 
pared and essentially un¬ 
prepared. If there were a 
score of Lenos to keep 
viewers glued to their 
tubes on a clockwork 
schedule, the network fu¬ 
ture would be bright, but 
right about now it’s more 
like the opening scene of 
The Wizard Of Oz, all omi¬ 
nous, sunless skies and 
brewing twisters on the 
horizon, and they’ll be get¬ 
ting scant comfort from 
pretending Leno is home¬ 
coming queen.
